I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to call your attention to the consider- 
able difference in the number of electors for the borough of Dublin, as stated 
by you in a Return furnished by you in September last,, and in a Return 
furnished by you on the 22nd ultimo. In the former the number is 15,261, 
in the latter 12,282. As so great a difference can hardly be attributable to 
any revision of the Register of Electors, his Grace will be glad to receive from 
you, at your earliest convenience, an explanation of the discrepancy between the 
two Returns.

With reference to the Return of the number of electors for this borough, 
furnished from this office in September last, upon investigation I find that the 
number then given is erroneous, owing to — 

1. The total number of names on the register of rated occupiers and 
property voters (which form one list) having been inserted in the third 
column without deducting the property voters, which are separately given 
as “ leaseholders” and “ freeholders,” and therefore count double in the 
result. 

2. Errors, amounting to upwards of 1,000, in the consecutive numbering 
of the lists as printed ; and which error affects the gross product of the 
added numbers of the several ward lists, taken from the notation at foot 
of each. 
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
